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The present input to Western Ghats mycota deals with a project for the investigation of micro fungi from 
Maharashtra. 

During exploration of micro fungal diversity in various regions of Western Ghats during 2011-12, the 
authors came across some new host records of micro fungi. On perusal of literatures, (Bilgrami & al., 1971, 
1981, 1991; Jamaluddin, 2004, Maheswari & ah, 2012; Ellis, 1971, 1976; Subramanian 1971) new host records 
for 8 species of Dematiaceous hyphomycetes fungi in Western Ghats were documented in the present paper 
which are enumerated herewith.

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The above cited host fungal relationships are new records for science. Thus, this data may contribute to the 

world of fungal diversity and will be useful for plant disease diagnosticians, regulatory officials weed scientists, 

growers and other plant health and plant protection professionals. 
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
